They never had any 
i it her policy. Ac the late elections their 
condemnation by the people was almost 
universal. It is true that one of them 
was re elected by a large majority; hut 
another was discharged for incompetence; 
and the third, who is not personally re- 
sponsible for legal nonsense called law, 
nonsensical speeches or cement, appeared 
at tho hustings as a volunteer to repre- 
sent tho genius that was lately called "the 
attorney-peneral" and was elected by a 
majority of illegal votes. These facts 
show clearly that the government do .not 
enjoy tho confidence of the people. We 
hear a good deal of rumor with reference 
to the support they are likely to receive 
from new members, lint the rumors and 
pull's paraded by paid deputies are mere 
rubbish made to sell. These hirelings 
s.:iy "the independent members will vote 
with tho government." Who me the in- 
dependent members? We have not one 
in the province. Galbraith, of Kootenay, 
who feeds anil maintains thirteen patriots 
lo vote for him, may be called an inde- 
pendent member; but ho is dependent on 
the patriots and he knows he never could 
keep them in good humor without a sub- 
sidy from the government. This inde- 
pendent member cannot vote with the 
minority, who have nothing to do with 
the making of trails. In tho new house 
he will represent neutrality, ami be on 
neither side. The other members who 
are called independent are pledged t" do 
something, and are therefore opposed in 
that shadow of a delusion called the gov 
eminent. W hen the new house meets 
Heaven will he the loader of the Opposi- 
lion, his supporter, Helgesen, and not 
■ lie more. Hut if the leader of the Oppo- 
sition lives to see the bouse divided so 
equally by a selfish feeling that a vole 
may be, as it was before, the trifle that 
secures a victory, he may then rely on 
the cordial assistance mid support of the 
dependent gentleman who represents the 
patriots. We are always ready to give 
Csesar his due, and we freely admit there 
ti no man in the province better fitted to he 
the leader of the Opposition than Mr. 
I'.cavan; but it is evident that his career 
as a minister is over. Ho does not repre- 
sent ideas or action. Ho is well lit to 
save a sixpence, ami it would bo impossi- 
ble to make him understand that misfor- 
tunes are sometimes inflicted by the 
miserable system of saving which is waste. 
It is cheeseparing and the muddling of 
the other pair that have almost ruined the 
province. The island is unexplored; the 
mainland without roads or bridges, mer- 
chants and farmers in the mud, and ill] 
migrants seeking homes in every pro- 
vince of the Dominion except our own.

"Wholosalo Starvation. 

Tho Corwin, during her voyage to 
Alaska, landed on St. Ltnvrence Island, 
having orders to investigate tho wholesale 
starvation nf the nativoa. At thr first 
village at which they landed all were 
dead; so also at the second, where fifty- 
four deAil bodies were counted, nearly all 
full-grown males. At another place 4 oO 
persons, men, women and children, were 
dead. At the next settlement \'i bodies, 
and at the following were found. All 
t lio inhabitants on the north Hide of the 
island, where whisky traders sold liipiorN, 
are dead, not one escaping. The general 
starvation occurred two years ago last 
winter. Since then the presence of the 
Corwin in the Arctic has broken up this 
inhuman trading in whisky, The empty 
whisky kegs art! seen strewn all about. 
The total number of dead bodies buuii! 
nil St. Lawrence Island was over 1100. 
T he survivors say ihal tho while traders 
from Honolulu sold whisky which the na- 
tives bought and got drunk on, remaining 
so during the season for laying in their 
winter supplies of walrus anil Heal,

men, also unknown. He was induced to 
ih i so through fear of his own life. He 
eame to Canada a few days ago from 
Winnipeg.
